William Fletcher, alias “Canadian 
Willie,” alias “The Count,” ined 
found guilty by a jury Wednesday 
afternoon of swindling O. Wynne, of 
Memphis, Tenn., and _ Inverness, 
Miss., out of $27,500 in a fake ex- 
change in Atlanta in 1917, and was 
sentenced to five years on the chain- 
gang. Judge John D. Humphries, 
before whom the case was tried, 
made the verdict the sentence of 
the court, five years being the limit 
allowed under the law. 

Fletcher made a statement to the 
jury in which he attempted to set 
up an alibi as his defense to the 
charge. He claimed that he was in 
Cincinnati at the time Wynne lost 
his money in Atlanta. 

Cincinnati Man on Stand. 

Attorneys Walter LeCraw and 
Fred E. Harrison, counsel for 
Fletcher, introduced as a witness 
E. E. McGuire, deputy clerk of the 


GERMANY OFFERS 
TO RECONSTRUCT. 
Berlin, April 21.—Germany has 
sent a note to the allied repara- 
tions commission offering to 
start immediately with the re- 
construction of the devastated re- 
rions of France. It is stated 
that the note is sent as an evi- 
dence of good faith on Germa- 
ay’s part in her protestations 
that she is willing to do all in 
ner power to repair the damage 
of the war. 
The appeal to President Har- 


municipal court in Cincinnati, to 
substantiate the alibi.

Wynne claimed that he lost his 
money in the Walton building after 
he had been “steered” from Orlan- 
do, Flas He testified that Fletcher 
acted as telegraph operator in Or- 
lando and later in Atlanta. 

Fletcher is the ninth man to be 
prosecuted by Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin and sentenced in 
Atlanta for participation in confi- 
dence and gaming schemes, which 
netted to the promoters more than 
a million dollars in tWo years. 

McDougald Released. 

Judge John D. Humphries Thurs- 
day released Neal McDougald, al- 
leyed confidence man, who wae ar- 
rested in Chicago four months ago 
and brought back to Atlanta and 
lodged in the Tower on suspicion 
of having been implicated in the 
fleecing of W. R. Manning, of Dal- 
las, Texas, out of $8,000. Attorney 
John Y. Smith, counsel for McDou- 
gald, brought habeas corpus sro~8 
ceedings to obtain the release of 
his client. Solicitor-General Boy- 
kin’s office did not oppose the writ. 
torney Smith signed by W. S. Man- 
ning under date of April 16, in 


which the young Texas rancher said 
he had talked with McDougald at 
the Tower for several hours and 
had become convinced that McDou- 
gald was not implicated with the 
gang that fleeced him in Atlanta 
iwo years ago.

Washington, April 21.—The Amer- 
ican government refused today an 
urgent request of the German gov- 
ernment that President Harding me- 
diate the question of>-reparations be- 
tween Germany and the allies and 
fix the sum Germany is to pay. 

The United’ States agreed, how- 
ever, that if the German government 
would formulate promptly such pro- 
posals regarding reparations “as 
would present a proper basis for 
discussion,” it would “consider 
bringing the matter to the atten- 
tion of the allied governments in 
a manner acceptable to them in or- 
der that negotiations may speedily 
be resumed.” 

Germany’s Appeal. 

Germany's appeal, signed by 
Chancellor Fehrenbach and Foreign 
Minister Simons, was directed to 
President Harding and was trans- 
mitted through American Commis- 
sioner Dresel at Berlin. It was an- 
swered by Secretary Hughes after 
a conference late today with the 
president at the white house. 

The texts of both. the appeal and 
reply were made public tonight by 
the state department. The commu- 
nication from Berlin said the Ger- 
man government was “ready and 
willing’ to agree without qualifica- 
tion or reservation” to pay such 
Sum as the president after exami- 
nation and_e investigation might 
“find just and right,” and to fulfill 
in letter and spirit all the provi- 
sions of any award that may be 
| made by him.” 

Hughes’ Reply. 

In reply, Secretary Hughes said: 
| “This government could not agree 
to mediate the question of repara- 
tions with a view to acting as um- 
pire in its settlement. Impressed, 
however, with the seriousness of the 
issues involved as they affect the 
whole world, the government of the 
United States feels itself to be deep- 
ly concerned with the question of 
obtaining an early and just solu- 
tion. This government strongly de- 
sires that there should be an im- 
mediate resumption of negotiations 
and reiterates its earnest hope that 
the German government will prompt- 
ly formulate such proposals as 
would present a proper basis for 
discussion. Should the German gov- 
ernment take this course, this gov- 
ernment will consider bringing the 
matter to the attention of the al- 
lied governments in a manner 
ceptable to them in order that 
gotiations may speedily’ be 
sumed.” 


Remarkable Appeai. 

Germany's appeal was regarded in 
official and diplomatic Wash- 
ington as a remarkable one. It was 
pointed out that it was directed to 
the head of a nation with which 
Germany still 1s technically at war, 
and which has troops on its soil.

made in the German communication,

Japan and France Accept 
America’s Stand on 
Cables To Clear Status 
Of Island 


EXPECT AGREEMENT 
ON ALL QUESTIONS 


U. S. To Get Guam-Yap 
Cable and Japan To Be 
Awarded Yap-Shanghai 
Line 


Washington, April 21—€By the 
Associated Press.) —Japan and 
France are understood to have ac- 
cepted the American principles of 
distribution of the former German 
Atlantic and Pacific cables, at a 
session of the international com- 
munications conference held late 
today at the state department. 

While details of the operation of 
the cables to be allocated have yet 
to be worked out, the acceptance 
by Japan and France of the Amer- 
ican view is expected to make pos- 
sible an* early agreement on all 
such questions. 

Defer Settlement, 

Actual working out of the dis- 
tribution of the Pacific cables by 
which it is understood the United 
States will receive the line from 
Guam to Yap, and Japan that part 
of the line from Yap extending 
formeriy to Shanghai, it was in- 
dicated tonight, will be deferred 
pending the clearing up of the 
status of the Island of Yap. 

‘In addition to the cable from 
Guam to Yap and that ffom New 
York to Brest, now in possession 
of France, the United States is also 
expected to receive from Great 
Britain the cable now extending 
from Halifax to Penzance, and 
which previous to the war 
was laid from New § York to 
Emden, Germany. In exchange, 
Great Britain will receive one of 
the American cables connecting the 
United States with Canada. 

Direct Cable. 

Details of American participation 
with Italy in construction of a di- 
rect cable from Naples to New York 
via the Azores have also to be 
worked out by the conference in 
order that the rights of Italy to 
Share in the former German cables 
may be sustained to her satisfac- 
tion. Other arrangements are un- 
derstood to provide for the alloca- 
tion to France of the former Ger- 
man cables along the African coast. 

Norman Davis, former under-sec- 
retary of state, who since the vcon- 
vening of the conference, has acted 
as chairman, presented his resigna- 
tion today and it was accepted. Un- 
der-Secretary of State Fletcher was 
elected as chairman in his place. 
Resignation of Mr. Davis as a com- 
missioner has yet to be accepted 
by President Harding

Fitzgerald, Ga., April 21. — (Spe- 
cial.)—Financia!l worries are as- 
signed as a cause a suicide at 
his home here Wednesday of D. 0. 

Lenson drank some 
ecarbolic acid mixed in a bottle with 
a popular soft drink while in his 
chicken yard early in the morning, 
it is stated. He later went into the 
house, and became violently sick. 

A physician was summoned. Be- 
fore the doctor could arrive, how- 
ever, it is stated by members of the 
tamily, Benson returned to the 
chicken yard, where he had left the 
bottle of poisoned soft drink, and 
swallowed some more of the mix- 
ture.

Little Girl Left by Woman, 
For Whom Police are 
Searching 


An abandoned baby girl, left on 
the steps of Captain J. W. English’s 
home at 40 Cone street about 8 
o’clock Thursday night, created a 
mystery which the detective force 
is attempting to unravel. A few 
marks on the clothing of the child 
were the only clews to be found. 

Captain English and his house- 
hold were seated at dinner when 
the plaintive cry of the child at- 
tracted their notice. They immedi- 
atelv investigated, and two of Cap- 
tain English’s grandchildren founda 
two-.,eeks old baby lying on. the 
steps outside the front door.

At the morning session the —* 
feature was the passage of a reso- 
lution calling for the passage of 
an anti-injunction bill through the 
Georgia legislature. 

The anti-injunction bill was 
brought up at the Labor temple at 
the morning session for discussion 
and action by Jerome Jones, repre- 
senting the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. After considerable argu- 
ment, the bill was referred to the 
legislative committee, which favor- 
ed the adoption of the measure as 
it stood, and, after addresses by H. 
O. Teat, business agent for the 
treet car unions of Atlanta, Jerome 
Jones, editor of The Journal of La- 
bor, and others, the bill was passed 
by a unanimous vote. 

John J. Manning, of Washington, 
secretary and treasurer of. the labor 
industries department of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who ad- 
dressed the convention on “The Ne- 
cessity of Solidarity Among Union 
Members,’ also strongly advocated 
the passage of the anti-injunction 
bill. This bill, Mr. Jones _ said, 
“would do away with the power of 
the judges of the courts of Georgia 
in the issue of a writ of injunction 
in any dispute involving terms and 
conditions of employment,” but it 
was not designed to abolish’ the 
writ of injunction, but to abolish 
the right of anybody to get out an 
injunction against unions, except 
whep serious damage to property 


Union-Made Clothes. 

Mr. Manning urged upon all union 
the necessity of purchasing 
and wearing union-made_ clothes, 
Stating that if.50 per cent of the 
unions wages were spent each year 
in the purchase of garments union 
made, it would be the greatest help 
to the organized labor movement 
that could possibly be secured. De- 
nouncing the open shop propaganda, 
“organized labor must 
to build greater 
Strength, and by patronizing firms 
that handle only union-made arti- 
cles, it will give a great momentum 
to the labor movement.” 

An outline of the work being ac- 
complished by the Aflanta branch of 
the federal board for _ vocational 
training and rehabilitation of dis- 
abled service men was given by M. 
Bryson. Senator J. E. T. Brown, 
of Waycross, Ga., gave a short talk 
on the legislative program of the 
federation. 

The afternoon session opened at 


2 o'clock, and Edward S. Callahan, 
representing the textile workers of 
the state, and organizer of this 
movement in Georgia, gave a de- 
tailed account of the strike situa- 
tion in Columbus, Ga., where, he de- 
clared, more than a thousand men 
and women were out on strike, some 
destitute, others homeless and at the 
point of starvation.

GROCERS OPPOSE 
~ PUBLIC MARKET 


The opposition of the Atlanta 
Retail Food Dealers’ association to 
the projected municipal market is 
based on the result of inquiries 
sent to civic organizations in 150 
Cities having such a marketing 
arrangement, according to a state- 
ment issued Thursday by Byron C. 
Wistner, president of the associa- 
tion. Chambers of commerce, wum- 
en’s clubs and other organizations 
in the cities were asked to re- 
port on the success of the scheme 
in their cities. 

Only twelve of 73 
which reports were received fa- 
vored the municipal market plan, 
according to Mr. Wistner, while 46 
were unsatisfied and 15 were 
doubtful of the success of the plan. 
His statement, reviewing the rea- 
sons tor the opposition of the At- 
lanta association to the proposal 
for a*municipal market, follows: 

To the Public: When the muni- 
cipal market was first agitated this 
year a committee of this associa- 
tion, purely. with the purpose of 
determining the practicability of 
such a market, sent out letters of 
inquiry to women’s clubs, chanibers 
of commerce and real estate boards 
in a hundred and fifty cities that 
have had experience with such mar- 
kets, and the opposition to the mar- 
ket in Atlanta, so far as the merits 
are concerned outside the question 
of legality, is based on the answers 
of these letters, reinforced by re- 
ports from our members that their 
patrons could not take advantage 
of a municipal market house. 

Some of the reasons stated 
against the market will bear repeti- 
tion and the reasons are culied 
rom some hundred and fifty Tre- 
plies to our inquiries. 

Out of seventy-three cities, only 
twelve can be classified as favor- 
able to markets, while forty-six are 
distinctly unfavorable and fifteen 
doubtful. 

In only a few cities has the 
market any effect on the price that 
the consumer will pay, meaning 
that it will not reduce the cost of 
living. 

One of the prevailing complaints 
is bazed on the uniformly unsani- 
tary condition of the markets; the 
flies, the filth, the noxious odors 
and general uncleanliness which 
the various cities seem. unable or 
unwilling to remedy, through the 
fact that the market house soon be- 
comes a part of politics. 

As Atlanta continues to grow 
there is a further need of develop- 
ing other community business cen- 
ters, such as are located at Mc- 


cities from 


Lendon, Euclid and Moreland ave- 
nues and at Tenth and Peachtree 
streets and at Gordon and Lee 
streets. 

Hurts Real Estate Values. 


When the trade in green goods !s 
taken from the corner grocer it Iin- 
creases his overhead which brings 
about an increase in prices of gro- 
ceries or he must vacate, which 
brings down real estate and rental 
values instead of enhancing them. 

A municipal market house will 
increase taxes for its maintenance 


and will depreciate values in many 
other localities of the city. 

The mass of housewives complain 
that it would be impossible to pat- 
ronize the market and would suf- 
fer if the business of the corner 
grocer was damaged or his prices 
incrersed. They say they haven't 
the time to spend going to the 
market. ‘They haven’t an automo- 
bile. They haven't servants to stay 
with the children. They claim that 
only a selected few can patronize 
the market, to wit: the women who 
have servants in plenty, an auto- 
mobile and an abundance of spare 


time for marketing and those living 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
market. As it is now they can do 
their marketing with greater con- 
venience in fifteen minutes to a 
half an hour as against two or 
three hours consumed at the muni- 
cipal market and save considerable 
fare. 

Few people appear to realize that 
there is a ready market now in At- 


'friends in 


cents in Chattanooga and 30 cents 
in Savannah. The difference all 
through the list ws largely in favor 
of Atlanta. The whole result show- 
ed thzt prices in Knoxville were 58 
per cent higher than Atlanta; Chat- 
tanooga, 16% per cent higher, and 
Detroit, 51 per cent higher. 

We are of the opinion that the 
majority of the citizens will not 
favor the market when the argu- 
ments on both sides are fully pre- 
sented. From the standpoint of 
convenience and real economy lit- 
tle can be expected from a market 
and very little has been realized in 
the cities now maintaining public 
markets. 

The ta®payer does not like to see 
his money thrown away on such 
doubtful projects, when that same 
money could be used to great ad- 
vantage in much-needed improve- 
ments on our schools, streets and 
sewers. Of course we have raised 
a large sum of money for these 1m- 
provements with our $8,000,000 bond 
issue and Atlantans have shown 
the true Atlanta spirit by accept- 
ing this debt and its accompanying 
yearly ‘ncrease in taxation, but this 


does not excuse the squandering of | 


our tax money ona proposition that 
is not an assured benefit to the 
public.

case back to the labor board.

lantic case brought the first clash 
between the labor board and a fed- 
eral court and was the first legal 
tangle which the board was called 
on to unravel. 

The c first came before the 
board last January when the road 
posted notices of wage reductions. 
Officers of the road told the board 
the carrier was losing $100,000 
monthly and had to cét wages in 
order to exist. - The board ordered 
the reduction notices withdrawn 
and told the employers to confer 
with their workers in accordance 
with the transportation act. When 
the case again came up it was 
brought out that the road did not 


set by the board but pleaded only 
inability to pay. The board ruled 
that financial conditions of the road 
was not a matter for it to act 
upon, deciding that such matters 
should go before the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Subsequently the road went into 
the hands of a receiver and Judge 
Sibley authorized the wage reduc- 
tion. A strike then was called on 
the line. 

Exigencies of Case. 

The decision today said the board 
believed that a misunderstanding 
and the exigencies of the case had 
caused the federal court to author- 
ize the reduction insteac of send- 
ing the case back to the labor 
board. 

The boare, in its decision, took 
the position that the receiver was 
still subject to the board’s juris- 
diction and that his act in reducing 
wages, even by authority of the 
court, constituted violation of the 
transportation act. 

The board requested the court, 
however. having taken jurisdiction, 
to direct the receiver to confer with 
the former employees upon the ques- 
tion of just and reasonable wages 
and in case of disagreement, to re- 
fer the case to the labor board. 

Action Regrettable. 

“The action of the court,” the de- 
cision said, “is regrettable since it 
has resulted in a atrike, injur.ous 
alike to the railroad, its employees 
and the region served by it, in 
which situation. the labor board is 
powerless to act effectively so long 
as the court differs from the labor 
board in its interpretation of the 
transportation act.” 

The board also cénsors the em- 
ployees for going on strike, saying 
that it was their duty to refer the 
dispute to the board but due to the 
complication arising, the board de- 
clared there was nothing to be 
gained by ordering reins{atement of 
the former employees and restora: 
tion of the former rates of pay, 

Since the federal court has taken 
jurisdiction over the wages by or- 
dering the reduction, the board’s de- 
cision said that to prevent any con- 
flict of jurisdiction, the board would 
take no further action until the 
court approves ofr denies the re- 
quests for further conferences be- 
tween the employees and receiver. 


JUDGE SIBLEY DECLINES 
TO COMMENT ON RULING. 


Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the 
United States district court, when 
informed of the ruling of the United 
States railroad board that railroads 
or receivers cannot arbitrarily re- 
duce- wages, refused to comment on 
the situation. 

In the absence of Colonel B. L. 
Bugg, receiver of the A. B. & A.; 
Morris Brandon, attorney for the 
receiver, issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The labor board had a chance to 
fix the wages of the railway com- 
pany before a receiver was appoint- 
ed, but it held it had no. jurisdle- 
tion. If the labor board had no ju- 
risdiction to fix the wages of the 
employees of the railway company, 
it certainly has none to fix the 
wages of the receiver’s employees, 
because the receiver and hig em- 
ployees have agreed on the wages. 

“The labor board's opinion hand- 
ed down today correctly states that 
“it is powerless to take action.” The 
men out ona strike have been held 
by the court not to be employees at 
all and the labor board has held it 
would not fix wages for men while 
on a strike. 

“If the receiver had relied on the 
labor board and if Judge Sibley had 
not fixed the wages of the em- 


ployees, the railroad would not be 
operating today. The order of Judge 
Sibley, in fixing wages, saved the 
railroad to the public in this terri- 
tory. 

“The order of the district court 
for the northern district of Georgia 
was finally passed on by both Judge 
Sibley and Judge Clayton. Judge 
Evans, of the southern district of 
Georgia, another able judge, has 
likewise fixed the wages of the em- |. 
ployees of a receiver in his court. 
in the Georgia-Midland case. Judve 
Trieber, in Arkansas, likewise fixed 
the wages of employees of a re- 
ceiver in his court. The opinions of 
all these able judges as to their 
duties will certainly have as much 
weight as the opinion of the labor 
board. Indeed, the right of a court 
to fix wages of a receiver’s em- 
ployees cannot be questioned. Judge | 
Sibley, in his opinion, states the 
rule as follows: 

“‘Not only are the purse strings 
of the receivership in the hands of 
the court, but the interpretation and | 
application of the constitution is the 
function of the court as against all 
boards and commissions, and the 
court cannot abdicate that function. 


Its decision upon the question in- 
dicated is the only ultimately ef- 
fectual decision and to seek that of 
another tribunal would be barren of 
practical results.’”

HARRISON FLAYS 
HARVEY AS ENVOY 


Washington, April 21.—The ap- 
pointment of Colonel George Har- 


vey to be ambassador to’the Court 
of St. James, having drawn a bit- 
ter attack from Senator Pat Har- 
rison, of Mississippi, a Democrat, 1s 
now expected to pass without fur- 
ther incident. 

Opposition to Harvey's confirma- 
tion had been expected. It did not 
materialize, however, and Harri- 
son’s condemnation, made from the 
floor of the senate#Thursday, ac- 
complished no other purpose than 
putting on record the feeling among 
many of the democrats. 

Harrison characterized the ap- 
pointment of Harvey as imprudent 
and fraught with danger to rela- 
tions between America and Britain. 
He said Harvey was ‘a political 
accident,” made caustic personal 
comment about him. 

This drew from Senator 
republican leader, a sharp 
Lodge defended Harvey, and  ac- 
cused Harrison of -lese majeste in 
criticizing a man who had become 
the representative of the United 
States through his appointment. 
Lodge expressed hope that Harri- 
son’s remarks would not be ac- 
cepted in other countries as indi- 
cative of the nation’s attitude to- 
ward Harvey, whom he said is a 
man of ability and integrity, ad- 
mirably suited to be ambassador 
of this country. 

Harrison denounced Harvey for 
having opposed the league of na- 
tions, after first advocating it, and 
for having deserted Woodrow Wil- 
son, after having been one of his 
strongest supporters. 

“The whole life of this man has 
been one of inconsistency and va- 
cillation,” said Harrison. “He never 
remained true to any person, loyal 
friend, or steadfast to any 
conviction. He jis wedded to no 
principle and bound .by no con- 
science. He is a writer of the most 
dangerous species and a past mas- 
ter in fomenting trouble and ag- 
gravating delicate situations. 

“He is a vindictive, self-annoint- 
ed, intolerant political accident. 
has been constant in only one thing, 
and that to attain high place in the 
councils of political leaders—and 
to realize his life’s ambition, po- 
litical preferment. 

“There never was 
suited individual, in all the history 
of mankind, by training, tempera- 
ment and environment, to take up 
the important duties as our rep- 
resentative to Great Britain.” 

Senator Reed, also a democrat, 
defended Harvey. 

“Colone)] Harvey is a virile, fight- 
ing republican,” Senator Reed said. 
“The whole objection to him is that 
he was against a league of na- 
tions. Why shouldn’t he be against 
it? Or anybody who isn’t a political 
idiot? He nor any one else does 
not want to go about hugging a 
corpse.”

coal industry. I have examined 
pay checks of the textile strikers, 
and some would indicate the abso- 
lute impossibility of. the recipient 
living on the amount paid him. 
One, in articular, was for $1.70 for 
three cays’ work, others ranging 
from $2 te $3.50 for the same 
amount of work. 

% Many Strikers Women. 


“Most of the strikers are women, 
some 60 and 70 years of age, who 
have worked in the textile mills 
practically all their lives, and are 
consequently the greatest exponents 
of textile production. Although des- 
titute and starving. they refuse to 
Zo to work and concede to the de- 
mands of the owners, who have ad- 
mitted that they are not paying a 
living wage. Investigation of the 
pay rolls-of the company show that 
not a man, woman or child in the 
plant is receiving as much as $21 
a week for working ten or eleven 
hours a day. 

“The textile workers of Georgia 
are just beginning to know what or- 
ganized labor means. Most of the 
Columbus strikers are non-union, 
and the walkout took place with- 
out the authorization of organized 
labor. We are going to the extreme 
to show the stand taken by the fac- 
tory officials. the president of which 
frankly admits he is not paying his 
employees a living wage. yet who 
steadfastly refuses to give them 30 
per cent inqrease. only a half of 
the total reduction made _ by 
companv in less than two weeks’ 
time. We are right fn our cause and 
will win. Despite the miserable lot 
of the strikers. we will wait for 
the final triumph of right and jus- 
tice.”’

Chicago, April 21.—That William 
D. Haywood, acting head of the 
I. W. W., has fled to Russia and 
is now under the wing of the so- 
viet, his “fellow workers” here have 
little doubt. 

Haywood, under the recent deci- 
sion of the supreme court refusing 
to review his case, was to have 
started for Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary Monday to start a twenty-year 
sentence for violation of the espion- 
age act. Forty-five 1. W. W. lead- 
ers are to go to prison on that date 
for the same offense. 

“Since we received the informa- 

tion that came via wireless from 
Moscow that Haywood landed from 
the Uscar Ill. at Riga on April 14, 
1 huve made invesStlsation trom otu- 
er sources and 1 have reason lo 
believe. that the report is true,’ 
John J. startin, Secrelary oL tne 
1. We W. deiense commictee, tvulu 
the United News Thursuay nignt. 
Martin declined tu say wuo Lhe “oln- 
er sources” were. 
The flight of Haywood, smashed 
flat a plan for the greatest May 
day protest against “inuustrial slav- 
ery’ the country has ever seen, ac- 
cording to reports here.

We had hired the hall, sold thou- 
sands of tickets to the fellow work- 
ers at 30 cents each, got a band, 
and arranged for everything,” said 
Martin. “This was all fixed before 
the Supreme court decision. You can 
see that if Haywood has fled to 
Russia we_ didn’t know anything 
about it. We wouldn’t have spent 
all that money for May day if we 
had known it. I don’t know what 
coun have come over him to do 
this. 

“It may be that he figured on 
going and coming back in time 
for the supreme court decision. If 
he sailed on the Oscar II., he did 
leave before the court ruling.” 
Otto Christiansen, counsel for the

are eight of the “fellow workers,” 
who signed his $13,000 bond: 

“It was the act of a coward,” 
said Christiansen. “Haywood was 
the inspiration of the I. W. W. 
movement, it will harm the cause 
of amnesty for political prisoners, 
for which we are working and 
which Attorney General Daugherty 
told us last week he would take 
under consideration.”

HOLLOMON REVIEWS 
COLOMBIAN TREATY

_ Washington, April 21.—(Constitu- 
tion Leased Wire.)—Following the 
senate’s ratification yesterday of 
the Colombian treaty, hailed today 
as the initial victory in congress 
for the Harding administration, it 


‘| having been vigorously attacked by 


the old progressive wing of the re- 
Publican party, there is a wide- 
spread confusion in the public mind 
as to what has been actually accom- 
plished for the United States in fur- 
thering its Pan-American policies of 
today by its adoption. 

The treaty as ratified vests in 
the United States title to the Pana- 
Ma canal and the Panama railway 
Without any encumbrances or in- 
demnities whatever; grants to Co- 
lombia the right at all times to 
transport troops, materials of war 
and ships through the canal with- 
Out charge; gives the same rights 
to Colombia as the United States 
enjoys to use the canal to transport 
products of the soil and industry, 
her mails and other large grants 
and concessions; authrizes the pay- 
ment of $25,009,000 to Colombia and 
provides that Colombia shall recog- 
nize Panama as an independent na- 
tion. It likewise contemplates the 
renewal of friendly relations  be- 
tween Colombia and the United 
States, which have been in dispute 
ever since 1903, at the time of the 
Panama revolution incident to the 
construction of the canal. 

Committee Amendments. 

The committee amendments alter 
the original treaty by striking out 
the apology, and specifying that the 
title to the Panama railway is vest- 
ed in the United States. 

Striking out of the clause giv- 
ing rights to Colombia for trans- 
porting troops through the canal, 
the words “even in case of war pbe- 
tween Colombia and another nation,” 
and also the words “the provisions 
of this paragraph shal! not, how- 
ever, apply in case of war between 
Colombia and the United States.” 

Limiting Colombia’s right to 
transport coal, petroleum and sea 
salt over the railway to periods 
when canal traffic is interrupted. 

Modifying the time of payment 
of the $25,000,000 so that instead 
of paying it all within six months 
after exchange of ratifications it 
shall be paid in five installments. 

The adoption of the committee 
amendment means that the treaty 
must be taken up through diplo- 
matic channels by the state depart- 
ment with the government of Co- 
lombia. It was signed at Bogota 
April 6, 1914, after negotiations 
conducted by Secretary of State

Information on

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given the state geological depart-| 
ment regarding the fall of a 
meteorite*in. Wilcox county Wed-| 
nesday, Dr. S. W. McCallie, state 
geologist, Thursday afternoon issu-} 
ed the following interesting state- 
ment: 

“The reported fall of a meteorite 
in this morning's Constitution in 
Wilcox county cails up a number of 
questions as to the origin and na- 
ture of these celestial visitors. At 
present the most generally accept’ 
ed theory as to the origin of 
meteorites is that they are small 
bodies revolving around the sun in 
regular orbits like our planets and 
are attracted to the earth from time 
to time. 

“In composition meteorites as a 
whole are made up of something 
like 30 elemeats. iron, silica and 
alumina being the most common. 
With probably only one or two ex- 
ceptions no elements are found in 
them that do not occur in the 
make up of the earth’s surface. The 
elements here referred to occur in 
the meteorites in combination mak- 
ing up certain minerals. Meteorites 
are classified roughly into two gen- 
eral classes, namely. stone mete- 
orites and iron metegrites. The 
latter is made up almost entirely 
of iron carrying nickel and_ the 
former consists of igneous’ rock 
usually of a dark or gray color. 

Can See But Few. 

“The number of meteorites which 
enter the earth’s atmosphere daily 
has been estimated from fifteen to 
twenty million but only a compara- 
tively few are of sufficient size to 
be seen by the unaided eye. The 
light and heat of the meteorite is 
produced by friction caused by its 
rapid motion through the air. The 
rate of motion varies depending on 
size and direction of motion, the 
maximum rate per second being 47 
miles and the minimum 8 miles. 

“The sound accompanying the fall 
of a meteorite which has been com- 
pared to the firing of cannon is 
apparently due to explosion shock 
given to the surrounding air by thé 
Sudden heat of the air in the vicini- 
ty of the passage of the meteorite. 
Meteorites vary in size from a few 
ounces in weight to several tons. 
The largest meteorite on record is 
what is Known as the Cape York 
meteorite found in Greenland by} 
Lieutenant Perry in 1895 and now 
on exhibition in New York eity. 
It is irregular in shape and weighs 
26 tons. 

“There are on record a number 
of meteorite falls in Georgia, one 
of the most interesting of which 
is that given in White's statistics. 
This fall occurred near Forsyth, 
Ga., on May 8, 1828, and is thus 
described by White: ‘About 4 
o'clock a black cloud appeared 
south of Forsyth, from which two 
distinct explosions were heard in 
immediate succession, followed by a 
tremendous rumbling or whizzing 
noises, passing through the air, 
which lasted about four minutes. 

Weighed 36 Pounds. 

“*This uncommon noise was on 
the same evening accounted for by 
Mr... Sparks and Captain Postian, 
who were informed by some 
negroes working in a field one mile 
south of Forsyth, that they had 
seen a large stone descending 
through the air, weighing, as it was 
afterwards ascertained, °6 pounds. 
This stone was in the course of the 
evening, or very early the next 
morning, recovered from the spot 
where it fell. It had penetrated 
the earth two feet and a half. The 
outside bore the appearance of hav- 
It was cov- 


mon knife blade with a black sub- 
stance, somewhat like lava that had 
melted, On * breaking the 
stone, it had a strong sulphurous 
smell, and exhibited a metallic 


“As the state geological survery 
is very anxious to secure all data 
possible concerning the pheonmena 
accompanving the Wilcox meteorite 
I respectfully request all parties 
who witnessed the fall to .furnish 
this office all possible information 
concerning it. Information is espe- 
cially desired covering the follow- 
ing points: 

1. Day of month, hour and minute 
if possible, of the fall. 

2. Direction of its course. 

3. The nature of the sound fol- 
lowing the explosion. 

4. Brillianey and color. of the 
light given off. 

5. Length of time the luminous 
train continued after the disappear- 
ance of the meteorite.

HARDING PROMISES 
AID 10 AGRICULTURE 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, April 21—The Na- 
tional Farmers’ union and other ag- 
ricultural interests have laid before 
President Harding, through repre- 
sentatives here, the following con- 
tentions: 

1. That “frozen credits” and “al- 
most prohibitive freight rates” have 
forced farmers to let “millions of 
tens” of grain rot in the fields and 
barns. ; 

2. That as a result of this situa- 
tion “scores of thousands of chil- 
dren” in the cities of the country 
are unable to get the proper food to 
nourish their bodies. 

8. That farmers are “overwhelmed 
with debt” and unable to sell their 
products except at a Ioss. 

4. That they are unable to buy 
fertilizer. 

5. That they are “victims of a 
misused economic system” brought 
about by “shortsighted and selfish 
interests.” 

6. That the farmers wish to take 
a position beside the steel, oil, fi- 
nance, coal, lumber, labor and rail- 
road interests to work out some 
plan for bettering conditions. 

7. That President Harding should 
cal] a great industrial conference of 
leaders in all these interests that 
measures for working together to- 
ward a common end may be. ef- 
fected. 

And President Harding, hearing 
this appeal, backed by some 400 
farmers and 75 ecdngressmen and 
senators who appeared before him 
personally Thursday, assured the 
crowd that the administration was 
seriously and steadily working on 
oo adequate solution of the prob- 
em. 

There probably never has been a 
time when the farmer'’s+cause has 
commanded the recognition before 
the government that it is receiving 
todav. And the nower of the farm- 
er movement and the official belief 
in the justice of its complaint prob- 
ably could not be better illustrated 
than it was at the Thursday meet- 
ing with Harding.

U. S. DENIES GERMAN 
PLEA FQR MEDIATION 


Continued From First Page. 


they petitioned the president, “in 
the name of the German govern- 
ment and the German people,” with 
“the confident hope” that the ap- 
peal would be granted. 

This was the second communica- 
tion dealing with reparations ad- 
dressed to the United Stateg by the 
German government, and, apparent- 
ly, it is not unexpected by adminis- 
tration officials as the reply went 
forward a few hours after it had 
been received at the state depart- 
ment. The German memorandum 
was handed to Commissioner Drege] 
yesterday and reached Washington 
today. Secretary Hughes consider- 
ed it and late in the day conferred 
with the president at the white 
house. His visit was brief and, 
soon afterhis return to the depart- 
ment, word came that the texts of 
both the German note and the 
reply would be made public within a 
few hours. 

Premiers to Meet. 

Germany has until May 1 to meet 
the demands of the allies that the 
first installment in cash on the 
reparations bill be paid. Premiers 
Lloyd-George, of Great Britain, and 
Briand, of France, are to meet Sun- 
day in England to discuss meas- 
ures to be taken if Germany fails 
to meet the allied demands. It has 
been reported. that France would 
insist upon the occupation of addi- 
tional German teyritory, and other 
penalties, in the event of the fail- 
ure to comply. 

What steps Germany has taken 
to meet the allied demands, or to 
what extent new proposals regard- 
ing reparations have been prepared, 
are not known here. From the 
urgent nature of the German ap- 
peal, it was the belief of some offi- 
cials and diplomats that the Berlin 
government found itself in an ex- 


treme position. 
First Memorandum. 


In its first memorandum to the 
United States with respect to repa- 
rations, which was drawn on last 
March 24, Germany said she was 
ready to meet any proposal which 
appeared feasible “for the solution 
of the economic and financial prob- 
elms of Europe, and that she in- 
vited the examination, by unbiased 
experts, of her own ability to make 
payment” It was added that it was 
entirely clea® -to both the peo- 
ple and the government that 
Germany would have to pay to the 
limit of her ability. In replying 
to this memorandum, Secretary 
Hughes said that the United States 
stood with the governments of the 
allies in holding Germany “respon- 
sible for the war and, therefore, 
morally bound to make reparation 
so far as may be possible” 

“This government,” Mr. Hughes 
continued, “believes that it recog- 
nizes in the memorandum of Dr. 
Simons a sincere desire on the part 
of the German government to rfre- 
open negotiations with the allies

Pledges Germany. 


The appeal pledges Germany to 
accept the mediation without reser- 
vations and to fulfill absolutely any 
award President Harding may make 
after examination and investigation 
into the subject. 

The text of the note to President 
Harding follows: 

“In the name of the German gov- 
ernment and the German people, the 
undersigned, notwithstanding the 
still existing technical state of war, 
respectfully petition the president 
of the United States to mediate in 
the reparations question and to fix 
the sum to be paid by Germany to 
the allied powers. 

Will Fulfill Provisions. 


“They earnestly urge him to se- 
cure the consent of the allied pow- 
érs to such mediation. They sol- 
emnly declare that the German gov- 
ernment is ready and willing to 
agree, without reservations or yual- 
ifications, to pay to the allied pow- 
ers aS reparations such sum as the 
president, after examination and in- 
vestigation, may find just and 
right. 

“They formally pledge themselves 
to fulfill in letter and in spirit all 
the provisions of any award that 
may be made by him. With abiding 
faith in the righteousness of this 
request, and with undeniable sin- 
cerity of purpose, the German peo- 
ple, through their constituted gov- 
ernment, submit their appeal to the 
president of the United States, with 
the confident hope that it will be 
granted, to the end that the final 
award may be made in accordance 
with right and justice, to meet the 
heartfelt wishes of all civilized na- 
tions to avoid the !mmeasureable 
consequences of the imminent co- 
ercive measures, and to promote the 
peace of the world.” 


COMMISSION DECIDES 
ON MILITARY PLANS. 

Paris, April 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—-The mixed military 
and civil commission met today at 
the headquarters of Marshal Foch 
and definitely decided the details 
for the military and economic or- 
Banization of German territory 
which will be occupied after May 
1 in the event that Germany does 
not carry out her reparations ob- 
ligations. 


REICHBANK REFUSES 
TO TRANSFER GOLD. 


Paris, April 21.—The German 
government has refused to transfer 
the gold reserves of the Reichs- 
bank. the German Imperial bank.

reparations commission, it was an- 
nounced here today. 

Premiers Briand and Lloyd- 
George plan strictly private confer- 
ences at the meeting to be held at 
Hythe, England, on Sunday. No one

The military and economic ex- 
perts considering the reparations 
subject met this morning at the 
offices of the inter-allied authorities 
and agrced, it was stated, on the 
points of detail regarding the mili- 
tary and economic organization of 
the territory in the Ruhr region, 
the occupation of which is proposed 
in case of German recalcitrance. 

Louis Loucheur, minister of the 
liberated regions, has completed a 
plan for the economic penalties to 
be placed upon Germany in default 
of her payment of reparations. The 
Echo de Paris declares that his 
plans include a tax of 10 gold marks 
on each ton of coal, and a smaller 
tax on lignite and perhaps manu- 
factured goods. A tax of 40 per 
cent, payable in foreign money, would 
be levied on all exports. Germany 
would be allowed to manufacture 
certain. products and deliver mate- 
Fials to the allies, the value of these 
products being credited to the repa- 
rations account. 


VATICAN ACTS 
AS INTERMEDIARY. 

Rome, April 21.—(United News.)— 
Although the vatican has refused 
either to affirm or deny officially 
that it has acted as an intermediary 
between Germany and the 
States in the transmission of notes 
on the reparations questions, it was 
unofficially admitted Thursday that 
this is true.
